When Maria David-Evans ar¬ 
rived two-and-a-half hours 
before the draw began, she 
never thought she’d win the 
lottery to be one of the first 
ones in line to the Edmonton 
Folk Festival.

David-Evans had been wait¬ 
ing since noon on Thursday 
for her chance to get a good 
spot in line, and even though 
she won, she said that it’s not 
all fun and games. 

“It’s exciting, but on the 
other hand, now that I’ve 
been at the front of the line, 
my children and grandchil¬ 
dren are going to make me do 
this every year,” she said with 
a laugh. 

The four-day annual festi¬ 
val, which runs until August 
11, has become a staple in 
Edmonton’s cultural identity 


and features Feist, Nelco Case 
and Bruce Coclcburn as head¬ 
liners this year. 

“I think that the commun¬ 
ity aspect of the festival is 
what draws its numbers,” said 
Jarod Smithson, who traveled 
from Calgaiy to attend the 
festival for a sixth time. “I’ve 
met quite a few friends at this 
festival, and I see them all the 
time because the same people 
always come back. It’s pas¬ 
sion.” 

David-Evans agrees. 

“It is such a family and 
community affair, I love it. 
It’s partly the environment 
and atmosphere as well as the 
music,” she said. 

With the thrill of the lot- 
teiy behind her, David-Evans 
is ready to face her attention 
on something a little more 
important. “I’m ready for the 
music,” she beamed.

‘Horrendous.’ Police 
say man broke through 
a window and attacked 
a woman last week

Edmonton police have re¬ 
leased a composite sketch of 
the suspect in what they say 
was a brazen daytime brealc- 
and-enter and sexual assault 
that has left a 22-year-old 
woman “extremely trauma¬ 
tized.” 

Police are asking for the 


public’s help in identifying the 
man, who allegedly entered an 
Abbottsfield townhouse Satur¬ 
day morning around 9:25 a.m. 
by breaking a main-floor win¬ 
dow. 

They say the woman, who 
was alone in the residence, 
was physically and sexually 
assaulted by the man, who ap¬ 
peared intoxicated. 

“She’s home alone on a 
Saturday morning at 9:30 in 
a locked house. She has every 
reason to feel totally safe.... We 
want to get this guy,” said Staff 
Sgt. Shawna Goodlcey. 

Goodlcey said the woman 
was able to get away and lock 
herself in a bathroom, where 
she called 911. 


Neighbours also called 911 
after hearing breaking glass, 
seeing a man climb through a 
window and hearing a woman 
screaming. 

Police arrived on scene 
within five minutes, Goodlcey 
said, but the EPS patrol units 
and the canine unit were un¬ 
able to find the suspect. 

The woman was transport¬ 
ed to hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries and has 
since been released. 

“She’s still pretty beat up 
and sore,” Goodlcey said. 

“(She’s) extremely trauma¬ 
tized.... It’s had a pretty hor¬ 
rendous effect on her, her 
entire family and I think even 
that entire neighbourhood.”

The suspect is described 
as a white man in his late 
20s or early 30s, about five- 
foot-eight with an average 
build and a clean-shaven 
face.

Long, complex case 


Former soldier 
charged with 
child luring 

A former Edmonton 
soldier faces 119 charges 
including child luring 
and possession of child 
pornography. 

On Tuesday, militaiy 
police charged Mathew 
Richervezeau, 23, who 
was with the Canadian 
Forces until May of this 
year after joining in 2009. 
He is now being held in a 
provincial jail. 

Maj. Yves Desbiens said 
the investigation, which 
began in 2011, was com¬ 
plex and involved several 
members of the Canadian 
Forces National Investiga¬ 
tion Service. 

“It is one of the biggest 
ones we have investigat¬ 
ed,” said Desbiens. 

The case also drew on 
resources from other law- 
enforcement agencies in 
Canada and the U.S. 

Richervezeau was an 
armoured crewman with 
the Lord Strathcona’s 
Horse. 

Acting Canadian Forces 
Provost Marshal Col. Rob 
Delaney, the head of the 
military police, said in a 
news release that the case 
is troubling. 

“This is an exception¬ 
ally disturbing case,” said 
Delaney. 

He said it is important 
for eveiyone to encourage 
children to exercise cau¬ 
tion online. 

“This is a grim remind¬ 
er that there are predators 
out there who can and 
will use technology and 
social media to exploit 
our children’s innocence, 
and it is our responsibil¬ 
ity to protect these most 
vulnerable members of 
our society.”

The board of trustees at Ed¬ 
monton Public Schools may 
look a lot younger next fall. 

Claire Edwards, 19, wants 
elected high school student 
trustees to sit on the board 
and she has convinced Ed¬ 
monton Public School Board 
chair Sarah Hoffman of the 
benefits of student trustees. 

This September, school 
trustees will debate a motion 
Hoffman submitted in June 
that asks for elected student 
trustees on the board. 

If passed, one or more 
high-schoolers could sit on 
the EPSB as student trustees 
as early as the fall of 2014.

Edwards was inspired to 
push for student representa¬ 
tives on school boards after 
winning a TD Scholarship 
that resulted in her meeting 
student leaders in Ontario, 
where student trustees have 
existed for more than two 
decades. 

“I felt it wasn’t fair we 
didn’t have that representa¬ 
tion,” said Edwards, who is 
an ambassador for Student 
Voice Alberta, a group work¬ 
ing to get student trustees on

boards across the province. 

Hoffman said she’s “really 
excited” about the possibility 
of student trustees. 

“It’s not everyday that 
we get to talk to students 
about how they think poli¬ 
cies might impact them,” 
she said. 

If Hoffman’s motion pass¬ 
es, details like how many 
high-school students would 
sit on the EPSB or how they 
would be elected will have to 
be worked out. 



Big Brothers reaches target of 100 men in 100 days 


Edmonton’s Big Brothers Big 
Sisters organization surprised 
even itself this summer, reach¬ 
ing its target of attracting 100 
men to be mentors in 100 
days. 

The program launched 
on May 1 and 100 days later 
they had 114 men signed up 
to help out, far exceeding the 
group’s hopes. 


“We are always hopeful, 
but I don’t think anybody was 
laying bets that it was going to 
happen,” said Lana Tordoff, a 
spokesperson for Big Brothers 
Big Sisters. 

She said during the past 
two summers when they initi¬ 
ated the challenge they only 
got to about 80 volunteers. 

Tordoff said attracting 


young men to volunteer work 
is traditionally difficult and 
the Big Brothers program is 
no different. 

“This is not an Edmonton 
challenge, it is an internation¬ 
al challenge.” 

Tordoff said the program 
will still have a waiting list, 
which ranges from months 
to up to three years, but this 


latest drive will help a great 
deal. 

“That is a huge chunk that 
we take out of the kids that 
are on the waiting list.” 

Tripp West, a DJ with radio 
station The Bounce, said the 
call from Big Brothers to sign 
up was the push he needed. 

“It is actually something I 
have wanted to do for a long 


time,” said West. “I didn’t real¬ 
ize there was a such a need.” 

West said he benefited 
from good role models and he 
hopes to be able to carry that 
on. 

“You are hoping that they 
like you and you are trying 
to make an impression,” he 
said. “It could change me just 
as much as I hope it changes

With an already enormous 
number of unfilled appoint¬ 
ments this summer, blood clin¬ 
ics in Edmonton are looking 
for at least 450 donations in 
the next two weeks to reach 
their goal. 

Nationally, 12,000 ap¬ 
pointments have been left un¬ 
claimed between June 1 and 
July 18, with Canadian Blood 
Services forecasting the need 
for 51,000 donations by Labour 
Day to replenish blood stocks. 

“Because we are part of a 
national inventoiy system, 
we set targets for each clinic,” 
said spokesperson Deb Steele- 


Kretschmer. “Edmonton needs 
to do our part.” 

Owing to the blood short¬ 
age, Canadian Blood Services 
has extended its Blood Signal 
campaign, which adds extra 
clinics and extends hours to 
make donating more conven¬ 
ient for the public. 

“It’s a call to action for 
people to think about donat¬ 
ing blood because during the 
summer our regular donors are 
off doing other things,” Steele- 
Kretschmer said. “The need for 
blood does not take a vacation.” 

To raise awareness and do¬ 
nations, the third-annual Stride 
Walk for Blood will be held on 
Sunday at Sir Wilfred Laurier 
Park. The event will take pledg¬ 
es of blood instead of money. 

“We’re hoping to double 
our participants from last year. 
The committee is saying that 
they’re hoping to reach 200 
this year,” Steele-Kretschmer 
said.

Tech firm Mover gets $1M boost 


An Edmonton technology com¬ 
pany got $1 million in seed 
money this week for its soft¬ 
ware that helps move big files 
around the Internet. 

Mover raised the money 
from both Canadian and U.S. 
investors in a bid to expand 
the company’s sales force and 
marketing. 

“Up until now we have been 
doing a lot of the marketing 
and sales ourselves, which is 
fine, we have the experience 
and skills to do that, but we 


really need to upscale that,” co¬ 
founder Eric Wamlce said. 

While the company believes 
it has mastered its technology, 
the investment will give its 
owners a chance to figure out 
the rest of the business. “It 
gives enough runway to figure 
out a scalable and repeatable 
business model,” Wamlce said. 

Mover lets companies or 
individuals move data from 
servers to cloud storage servi¬ 
ces such as Dropbox or Google 
Drive, or between cloud servi¬ 


ces. 

Mark Fossen, the other 
co-founder, said the service 
is good for regular computer 
users, but for companies it 
solves an enormous problem. 

“When you get into corpor¬ 
ate levels, it becomes a huge 
logistical issue to move that 
data around,” he said. 

Wamlce said Edmonton 
is a great city for tech entre¬ 
preneurs right now and he 
wouldn’t consider setting up 
somewhere else.

“Edmonton is such a ripe 
opportunity for a company 
like us,” he said. “The tech eco¬ 
system here is rapidly, rapidly 
evolving.”

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EDMONTON HAD 
TO LOSE GRETZKY 
IN ORDER TO 
FIND ITSELF

The morning after Aug. 9, 
1988, the day Wayne Gretzky 
was traded to the L.A. Kings, 
fans burned Oilers owner 
Peter Pocklington in effigy 
outside the arena, the cover 
of a local newspaper splashed 
“Gretzky Gone” in a font usu¬ 
ally saved for presidential as¬ 
sassinations and then-mayor 
Laurence Decore grieved that 
if felt like the city had had its 
bridges ripped from it. 

It was the end of an era that 
began in 1978, the year the Oil¬ 
ers drafted Gretzky, but more 
importantly the year it hosted 
the Commonwealth Games 
and the Royal Family. Edmon¬ 
ton, for the first time in its 74- 
year histoiy, had international 
stature. 

As The Globe and Mail put 
it following the games: “There 
is a feeling among Edmonton¬ 
ians that the big-city status so 
energetically sought is being 
gracefully achieved. Along 
with the new oil money there 
is a genuine sense of identity 
— or at least the makings of 
one.” 

Even as oil money ran short 
during the early-’80s recession, 
Edmonton lived up to its new 
reputation by birthing the big¬ 
gest mall in the world, hosting 
a hit NBC show (SCTV), claim¬ 


ing the best teams in both the 
CFL and NHL and, of course, 
the greatest winter sports ath¬ 
lete ever known. 

But the confidence also 
put the city in a bubble, as it 
had little else to boast about, 
and slowly the bubble shrank, 
until 10 years later the trade 
popped it completely. 

Speaking to longtime Ed¬ 
montonians, it’s as if the city 
began again at Year 1, A.G. — 
After Gretzky. Saying “City of 
Champions” became less true 
with each year until uttering it 
with a straight face was prac¬ 
tically an acting exercise. 


But if Edmonton wasn’t 
that, what was it? After a long 
identity crisis, it seems like 
just in the last few years we’re 
starting to find out. 

Yes, much of it has to do 
with even newer oil money. 
But in addition, urban renewal 
has reinvigorated Whyte Av¬ 
enue and the downtown core, 
injecting more culture into 
the city than it has seen in 
decades, while the ballooning 
Fringe Festival has given us 
something distinctly ours that 
can’t be traded away. 


Other movements have 
also tapped into that old con¬ 
fidence, such as turning our 
winters from a blight to a 
badge of honour, a la the Win¬ 
ter City and Make Something 
Edmonton, which celebrates 
a frontier spirit and cultural 
barn-raising, things we’ve al¬ 
ways had in high doses. 

Would we have realized 
these qualities if we were still 
investing our reputation in a 
single hockey hero, identify¬ 
ing ourselves as a sports city or 
living in a world-class bubble 
that, really, was mostly a fluke 
in time? 


Perhaps, but it’s also pos¬ 
sible that we needed to lose 
something great — The Great 
One, in fact — in order to look 
inside ourselves for some¬ 
thing genuine, something that 
wasn’t provincial and didn’t 
require putting on a “big-city” 
show for outside validation. 

Maybe losing Gretzky was 
the best thing to happen to 
the city. I’m too young to re¬ 
member what the Edmonton 
of the ’80s felt like, but if it’s 
anything like how it feels now, 
it must have been a golden age.

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Friends of 
Boston Marathon 
bombing suspect 
indicted 


Conspiracy charges. If

Two friends of suspected Bos¬ 
ton Marathon bomber Dzho¬ 
khar Tsarnaev were formally 
accused Thursday for alleged¬ 
ly trying to throw away fire¬ 
works and other items police 
say they found in Tsarnaev’s 
dorm room before his cap¬ 
ture. Authorities later found 
some of the items in a New 
Bedford landfill, the federal 
indictment says. 

Dias Kadyrbayev and Aza¬ 
mat Tazhayalcov, both 19 and 
nationals of Kazakhstan, face 
charges of conspiracy to ob¬ 
struct justice. The two, who 
were in the U.S. attending col¬ 
lege and shared an apartment, 
have been detained since they 
were charged in a criminal 
complaint in May. 

Both are scheduled for ar¬ 
raignment Tuesday. 

Tazhayalcov’s attorney, 
Arkady Bulch, said his client 
did nothing wrong and he’s 
tried for months to convince 
authorities to drop the case. 

“For me, this sounds like a 
witch hunt,” he said. “And this 
is the same view (my) client 
has.” Kadyrbayev’s attorney, 
Robert Stahl, said his client 
never knowingly took evi¬ 
dence from Tsarnaev’s dorm

room. 

Tsarnaev, 20, is accused in 
the April 15 blasts at the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon that killed three 
people and injured more than 
260. He was captured April 19 
in the Boston suburb of Water- 
town, after he was found 
hiding in a diy-doclced boat, 
hours after a shootout with 
police. He’s pleaded not guilty. 

The indictment says that 
night Kadyrbayev put the 
backpack with the fireworks 
and jelly in a garbage bag, and 
tossed the bag in a trash bin 
outside the apartment. The 
next morning, they allegedly 
watched as a garbage truck 
emptied the bin. 

Tsarnaev, Kadyrbayev 
and Tazhayakov were all 
students at the Univer¬ 
sity of Massachusetts.

A third man, 
Andrei Lipatov, is accused 
of driving Zarutsky to and

Interfax said Zarutsky 
confessed his guilt in court 
on Thursday, saying that he 
initiated the attack. 

If tried as “a group acting 
in collusion,” the men face 
up to 12 years in prison, as 
opposed to eight if they are 
tried individually. 

“They are trying to break 
down the ‘group’ and the 
‘collusion,’” Filin’s lawyer 
Tatiana Stulcalova told Inter¬ 
fax.

Assailants on the East African 
island of Zanzibar threw acid 
on two British women volun¬ 
teers teaching at a primaiy 
school on the Tanzanian is¬ 
land, police said Thursday. 

The attackers, riding on a 
small motorcycle, threw the 
acid on the women’s faces 
and arms as they were walk¬ 
ing, said Mlcadam Khamis, 
a police commander on the 
island. The attack took place 
Wednesday night in a tourist 
area of the city. 


The women were trans¬ 
ferred to Tanzania’s commer¬ 
cial capital, Dar es Salaam, for 
medical treatment. 

The attack against the 
women is at least the third 
acid attack in Zanzibar since 
last year. 

“We are looking (for) 
the attackers, and we are 
expanding our police net¬ 
works in and outside the 
countiy to make sure we ap¬ 
prehend them,” said Khamis.

Raymond Cossette had taken 
three steps across a snow 
bridge when it “disappeared” 
beneath his feet. 

The 32-year-old Albertan was 
six kilometres up a glacier on 
Mount Robson, an hour north¬ 
west of Jasper, with his father, 
Robert. The elder Cossette had 
flown in from Gatineau, Que., 
for an annual father-son climb¬ 
ing trip. 

But now Ray was free-falling 
down a crevasse, dropping at 
least 18 metres before the rope 
tethered to Rob began to tight¬ 
en. When he hit a pack of deep 


snow roughly 25 metres below, 
Ray sank up to his neck. 

“I was actually relatively 
calm. I was just waiting for 
the rope to catch,” Ray said. 
“If (Rob) had given me two or 
three feet more slack, I would 
have been buried down there, 
essentially.” 

Up above, the force of Ray’s 
fall had swept Rob right off his 
feet. He’d already crossed the 
snow bridge with no problems, 
but now was being dragged 
back toward the hole. 

Rob had carefully gone over 
safety precautions with his son 
the night before, practising 
knots until he got them right. 
He managed to anchor him¬ 
self and went to work secur¬ 
ing knots to stabilize the rope, 
but he couldn’t hear Raymond 
and feared the worst. “Nobody 
wants to lose their son ... no¬ 
body has a death wish,” he said. 

But Ray had managed to 
pull his shovel out and went to 
work digging himself out. Once 
free, he turned to the ice-climb-

ing equipment in his pack but 
the frozen walls were too thick 
to dig into. 

Instead, Ray used a tech¬ 
nique he’d practised by tying a 
rope to beams in his garage and 


shimmying up it. 

When Ray reached the top, 
two hours after his fall, his fath¬ 
er wrapped him in a big hug. 

The Robson glacier trip was 
over, but the father-son pair 


couldn’t stay off the mountains 
for long, teaming up for an 
“easy summit” on Thursday. 
On future glacier climbs, they 
plan to add a third person to 
the rope.

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Atlantic. Peak hurricane 
season to be a bit wilder 
than normal this year 


Flying like Iron Man sparks 
environmental concerns 


This Atlantic hurricane sea¬ 
son may not be quite as 
busy as U.S. forecasters once 
thought, but they still warn 
of an unusually active and 
potentially dangerous few 
months to come. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
updated its hurricane season 
forecast Thursday, trimming 
back the number of hurri¬ 
canes they expect this year to 
six to nine. That is a couple 


less than they predicted back 
in May. 

“Make no bones about it, 
those ranges indicate a lot of 
activity still to come,” said 
lead seasonal hurricane fore¬ 
caster Gerry Bell of NOAA. 
“We’re coming to the peak of 
hurricane season now.” 

Hurricane season starts in 
June and runs until the end 
of November, peaking from 
mid-August to mid-October.

A Vancouver Island young¬ 
ster’s effort to retrieve 
a dropped iPod left him 
wedged between two boul¬ 
ders, but firefighters helped 
him make a clean getaway.

Hurst says rescuers placed 
a thin, hard piece of plastic 
behind the boy and poured 
nearly 20 litres of liquid 
soap over him before they 
pulled him, unscathed, from 
between the boulders.

Thrill seekers eager to try 
the next new water sport are 
rushing to strap on jetpaclcs 
that propel people into the 
air with the help of pumped 
water. But the devices are caus¬ 
ing requests for regulation in 
Hawaii, where fishermen, sci¬ 
entists and state officials are 
questioning their safety and 
their effects on tropical fish 
and coral. 

Victor Verlage, a 51-year- 
old corporate executive who 
used a Jetlev jetpaclc (operated 
by the company H20 Water 
Sports Powered by Seabreeze) 
while visiting from Mexico, 
compared it to kite surfing but 
said it’s “10 times better.” 


“You feel the adrenaline 
rush,” he said. 

The devices are starting to 
show up for recreational rental 
in San Diego, Key West, Fla., 
and Cancun, Mexico. 

But the state Department of 
Land and Natural Resources in 
Hawaii called a public meeting 
about the jetpaclcs last month 
to express alarm about unsafe 
manoeuvres and environment¬ 
al impact. 

University of Hawaii coral 
scientist Bob Richmond told of¬ 
ficials he was concerned about 
the noise the devices make, as 
fish avoid areas that are too 
loud. He’s also worried that 
fish and coral larvae could get 
pumped through some of the 
equipment and die. 

The state may find a way to 
accommodate the jetpaclcs in 
selected places, said William 
Aila, chairman of the Board 
of Land and Natural Resour¬ 
ces. But Aila said studies are 
needed to examine the effect 
on fish and coral.

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Airport closed by 
Israel after Egypt 
warns of attacks 


Eilat. Airport in the 
Red Sea resort closed 
briefly after reports 
terrorist groups 
may fire missiles 


Israel briefly prevented land¬ 
ings at an airport in the Red 
Sea resort of Eilat on Thurs¬ 
day, as Egyptian officials 
warned of possible rocket 
attacks coming from its ter- 
ritoiy on the Sinai Peninsula. 

The partial closure was in 
effect for about two hours 
before being lifted Thurs¬ 
day evening, said a militaiy 



spokesman, Lt. Col. Peter Ler- 
ner. Lerner said the decision 
to close the Eilat airport was 


made as a result of a security 
assessment, but he did not 
elaborate. 

Eilat, on Israel’s southern 
tip, is a major destination for 
domestic and international 
tourists. It is close to the 
Sinai, where Islamic militants 
and tribesmen have defied 
Egyptian security for years. 

An Egyptian security of¬ 
ficial said that the countiy 
received intelligence sug¬ 
gesting terrorist groups 
planned to fire missiles Fri¬ 
day at Israel, as well as at 
locations in northern Sinai 
and the Suez Canal. Militants 
have fired rockets from the 
Sinai toward Eilat in the past.

Climate change impacting

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Two teens face child porn 
charges in Parsons case

Metro in Halifax 

Two young men are facing 
child pornography charges in 
the case of Rehtaeh Parsons, 
nearly two years after her 
parents allege the teen was 
gang-raped and a photo of the 
incident was shared via social 
media. 

On Thursday evening, 
Halifax police held a news 
conference to announce the 
charges. 

“A young girl ... experi¬ 
enced the harsh nature of 
a world of people wanting 
to do harm and using social 


media to do it,” said Halifax 
Regional Police Chief Jean- 
Michel Blais. 

“We hope that today’s ar¬ 
rests help the community to 
heal,” added Halifax RCMP 
Chief Supt. Roland Wells. 

The young men, both 18, 
were arrested around 8 a.m. 
Thursday. One faces two 
counts of distributing child 
pornography, and the other 
charges of making and dis¬ 
tributing child pornography. 

Blais said no sexual assault 
charges will be laid because 
the Crown advised there was 
“insufficient evidence” to 
bring any to court. 

Glen Canning, Rehtaeh’s 
father, said it was a “bitter¬ 
sweet” moment when he 
learned of the arrests. 

“On one hand I would 
want to be veiy happy and 
veiy grateful ... on the other 
hand, it’s a bit of a bittersweet

moment because Rehtaeh’s 
dead now, and it doesn’t real¬ 
ly make much of a difference 
to her,” he said. 

Rehtaeh, 17, took her own 
life in April after nearly two 
years of bullying following an 
alleged rape at a party when 
she was 15. 

Shortly after, a photo of 
the alleged incident was sent 
around her school. 

The two teens charged 
Thursday have been released 
from custody and will appear 
in Halifax Youth Court on 
Aug. 15.

“Every child to every par¬ 
ent is a special one, but this 
girl was just amazing,” said 
Ekaterina Evtropova, 26, in a 
news conference announcing 


the lawsuit. 

“The things that she was 
doing for a two year old, to 
me, was just miraculous. 
What can I say? To me she 
was everything.” 

Hours later, her husband 
got a call about a situation 
at the daycare. He arrived to 
find that their only child was 


dead, Evtropova said. 

The $3.5-million law¬ 
suit, against the owners and 
operators of the unlicensed 
daycare and the Ministiy of 
Education, does not reveal 
what the family alleges hap¬ 
pened inside the daycare, but 
alludes to an “incident.”

CRTC turns down Sun

Sun News Network says it will 
stay on the air while the CRTC 
reviews the way news chan¬ 
nels are regulated in Canada. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission on Thurs¬ 
day rejected the network’s bid 
to be carried on basic cable, 
casting fresh doubts on the 
future of the controversial up¬ 
start broadcaster. 

But the CRTC also says it 
will review the regulations for 
news channels in Canada. 

“The diversity of voices is 
an essential component of our 
society, particularly as they re¬ 


late to news and information 
in the Canadian broadcasting 
system,” CRTC chairman Jean- 
Pierre Blais said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“Television news channels 
provide an important public 
service by ensuring that Can¬ 
adians are exposed to differ¬ 
ent opinions and perspectives 
on matters that concern all 
citizens. We are concerned 
that, under the existing rules, 
Canadian news services are 
not being given a pride of 
place in our broadcasting sys¬ 
tem.” 

That provides a glimmer 
of hope for Sun News, which 
told the CRTC this spring that 
anything short of mandatory 
carriage would spell the end 
of the channel, dubbed Fox 
News North by some critics 
when it made its debut in

Richard: Liz, director Neill 
Blomkamp’s big screen debut, 
District 9, was a fresh slice of 
sci-fi with a real beating heart. 
He brings that same kind of 
humanity to Elysium, but it 
doesn’t feel quite as fresh this 
time around. It’s exciting, has 
some great action and ideas 
and everybody’s boyfriend 
Matt Damon, but for all that, it 
feels much more standard than 
I hoped it would be. What did 
you think? 

Liz: Richard, Elysium isn’t as 
fresh because it’s District 9 


with prettier faces. There’s an 
unfair class system, a guy who 
undergoes a grotesque trans¬ 
formation and the same dusty 
shanty towns. I even thought 
Blomlcamp recycled footage 
from District 9 — the Los An¬ 
geles of 2154 looks oddly like 
the Prawn camp outside Johan¬ 
nesburg. But a shredded Matt 
Damon is a nice addition to the 
somewhat tired stoiy. 

RC: I should make it clear that 
I liked most of this movie. I 
think the setup is interesting, 
even if it is reminiscent of 
eveiything from Oblivion and 
even WALL-E, and for the first 
hour it does what great sci-fi 
should do, comment on the 
human condition. But then it 
becomes an ordinaiy bash-’em 
and beat-’em action movie 
with sentimental and mawk¬ 


ish overtones. It’s not bad, and, 
in fact, at times is pretty great, 
just not as great as I expected. 

LB: While the stoiy was meh, 
for me, the bash-’em-up scenes 
were great. Watching Matt Da¬ 
mon and a deranged Sharlto 
Copley tangle in some mor¬ 
tal combat was a lot of fun. I 
thought Copley—who was the 
wimpy Wikus in District 9 — 
really stole the show in his role 
as a rogue secret service agent. 

RC: Copley is entertaining, 
chewing through the sceneiy 
like he hasn’t eaten in a week. 
Damon also impresses. He’s 
believable as both the sensi¬ 
tive guy with a dream and 
the lethal, half-cyborg warrior 
capable of opening a can of 
futuristic whoop ass on eveiy- 
one in his way. Jodie Foster is 


nicely cast as the ice cold Don- 
ald-Rumsfeld-style villain, but I 
found her perfect diction really 
distracting. Eveiy word she 
says seemed to have its own 
finely honed shape to the point 
where I almost had a hard time 
understanding what she was 
saying. 

LB: Foster wasn’t the only 
one with distracting diction. I 
found the fast-talk in this film 
impossible to understand. I’m 
still not sure of the finer points 
of the Earthling plan to invade 
Elysium and maybe Matt Da¬ 
mon missed them too, judging 
from the way things go terribly 
wrong. He really got a raw deal 
didn’t he? Only Damon could 
take on a lethal radiation dose, 
sketchy Tijuana-style surgery 
and a few beatings and still 
save the day.

It took Josh Blacker a few years 
of working as a litigator to real¬ 
ize that law was not nearly as 
dramatic a career path as he 
had hoped it would be. 

The Vancouver actor, now 
40, had pictured himself mak¬ 
ing passionate, nuanced argu¬ 
ments in front of a judge, but in 
practise his days in court were 
rare, and when he did go he 
found the script he had to fol¬ 
low was boring. 

“I think what happened was 
I watched an episode of LA law, 
and thought, ‘That would be 
fun,’ and then realized later on 


that, in fact, I didn’t want to be 
a lawyer,” he told Metro in a re¬ 
cent phone interview from LA 

“I wanted to be a person pre¬ 
tending to be a lawyer.” 

In 2004 he packed up and 
moved from Calgary to Vancou¬ 
ver to pursue his other lifelong 
dream, acting, which paid off 
big time when he was cast in 
Elysium: Oscar-nominated writ¬ 
er/director Neill Blomkamp’s 
blockbuster sci-fi followup to 
District 9. 

Set in the year 2154, two 
classes of people exist: the veiy 
wealthy who live on a pristine 
man-made space station called 
Elysium, and the rest, who live 
on an overpopulated, ruined 
Earth. Starring opposite Jodie 
Foster, Matt Damon, Sharlto 
Copley, Diego Lima, Brandon 
Auret, and Alice Braga, Blacker 
plays Crowe, a South African 
mercenaiy sent to protect Elys¬ 
ium. Blacker happens to have 
been bom and raised in South 
Africa, so when he found out 
Blomkamp was casting a South 
African for the film, he says he 
felt he was destined to play the 


part. It is also the type of role in 
which he was comfortable and 
experienced, having appeared 
on a number of Vancouver-shot 
sci-fi TV shows such as Super¬ 
natural and Stargate: Atlantis. 

“Most of the time I play 
some pretty bad dudes,” he said. 
“I’ve played marines and con¬ 
victs and mercenaries and oc¬ 
casionally some guy that maybe 
you’re not sure about that lives 
next door.” 

Blacker said working with 
Damon and Foster was a 


“dream come true” and called 
his feature film debut the most 
amazing experience of his ca¬ 
reer to date. 

“He’s exactly as you would 
expect him to be,” he said of Da¬ 
mon. “He’s grounded and warm 
as you would expect him to be, 
and he has a really great sense 
of humour. He’s just a terrific 
guy and you can understand 
why he’s one of the most bank¬ 
able stars out there.” 

Elysium opens in IMAX and 
theatres nationwide on Aug. 9.

People were asking me 
if I had second thoughts 
doing it.

thoughts, with all the 
nudity. But I can’t imagine 
why anyone else would. 
Post-Boogie Nights, why 
would anybody hesitate? 
You’d think I’d been asked 
to do a porn. 

How did you prepare for 
the role? 

There was a lot of interview 
footage of this guy. He’s

— he was very sweet and 
open and enthusiastic and 
thinking he was making 
art.

The wardrobe and the hair 
really did that for us. It’s 
hard not to feel like you’re 
in the ’70s when you’re 
dressed head-to-toe in poly¬ 
ester.

Boy, is that stuff uncom¬ 
fortable and ridiculous. 

It’s like wearing plastic. It 
doesn’t breathe. 

How do you handle that 
tonal switch as an actor? 

You just try to play things 
honestly. I was depicting 
Jerry very much as he was, 
how he sounded. He had 
his sense of humour and 
what he was earnest about. 
They did a smart thing in 
editing: They made it two 
very clear sections — here’s 
the happy version of what 
happened, and here’s the 
more realistic not so f— ing 
happy version of what hap¬ 
pened. By doing that they 
avoided anybody saying 
this film has tonal prob¬ 
lems. It’s true that, like 
life, both extremes existed 
at the same time. But they 
were smart in the way 
they cut it to give you one 
version of the story, then 
another.

Papa Thicke defends Blurred Lines 


Alan Thicke wants to clear 
the air on Blurred Lines, his 
son Robin’s chart-conquering 
smash hit that has generated 
plaudits and controversy prac¬ 
tically in equal measure.

You couldn’t put a set of fresher 
faces to the UK dance music re¬

Not that the duo, flanked 
by outfits like Rudimental and 
Duke Dumont, see it as a re¬ 
vival. “It’s always been there,” 
protests Howard. 

He’s right. The self-con¬ 
fessed music geeks from Sur¬ 
rey, southeast England, know 
their music and have made 
a pitch-perfect judgment of 
the industry landscape: sin¬ 
gles Latch and White Noise 
(featuring AlunaGeorge) have 
both claimed top 10 positions 
in the UK charts, while their 


debut album Settle also se¬ 
cured No. 1. Metro recently had 
a talk with Howard: 

It’s been a pretty intense year 
for you guys. How are you 
handling the schedule? 

Yeah, man, it’s been pretty 
crazy. We’ve had a veiy intense 
touring schedule along with 
trying to finish our album — 
it’s been intense, but good. 

Festivals are always a big 
night out, so will you be 
partying post-show? 

I would love to say that we’d 


stay and party but I’m afraid 
we’ve got to play three more 
festivals on that weekend, so 
we’ll be heading straight off.

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Holy classic cars, it’s the Batmobile!

Superhero ride. Car 
was — and still is — 
the perfect blend of 
'50s auto excess and 
comic book fantasy 


This week, one of the biggest 
TV stars of the past 50 years 
pulled up in front of a hotel 
where critics from across North 
America had been gathering — 
and didn’t even come inside. 

She didn’t have to. Eveiy- 
body instantly recognized her 
and came out to meet the star. 
Holy classic chassis! It was the 
Batmobile. 

The iconic automobile 
drove into pop culture histoiy 
in the campy ABC series Bat¬ 
man, which ran from 1966 to 
68. Adam West starred as the 
caped crusader. 

The car was originally modi¬ 
fied for the series by George Bar¬ 
ns, the “King of the Kustomiz- 
ers” who, at 87, still operates an 
auto shop in North Hollywood. 
One of his associates, Ronald 
McAtee, accompanied the Bat¬ 
mobile to the Television Critics 
Association press tour Monday. 

The car arrived by trailer at 


the request of the PBS network, 
which was promoting Super¬ 
heroes: A Never-Ending Battle, 
a look inside the world of comic 
book crime fighters. The series 
will air in October. 

Superheroes are battling 
crime on screens big and 
small this summer. On this 
same summer press tour, ABC 
has been promoting their big- 
budget, superhero fall drama, 
Marvel’s Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D. 

That show will introduce a 


whole new generation of giz¬ 
mos and gadgets, but they’ll 
be hard pressed to have the 
same lasting impact as the Bat¬ 
mobile. The car was the perfect 
blend of’50s automobile excess 
— with its fins and elongated 
hood and trunk — and comic¬ 
book fantasy. Millions of Corgi 
toy cars, Hot Wheels racers and 
plastic model kits were sold 
and prized by Boomers. 

The toys remain veiy col¬ 
lectible, and so does the car. 


Barris, who at one time either 
designed or owned the most 
famous TV cars — including 
the Munster Koach, the Mon- 
keemobile, K.I.T.T. from Knight 
Rider and the General Lee from 
The Dukes of Hazzard — sold 
the original Batmobile this past 
Januaiy. The vehicle fetched 
$4.62 million US, topping the 
$4 million paid at auction for 
James Bond’s silver Aston Mar¬ 
tin DB5 from Goldfinger. 

The Batmobile price could 


have gone even higher, says 
McAtee, if the two top bidders 
hadn’t decided to flip a coin to 
see who would drive off with 
the prize. 

Not bad for a used car Bar¬ 
ris originally obtained for $1. 
That’s what he paid for the 
Lincoln Futura, a Ford con¬ 
cept car handmade by Ghia in 
Turin, Italy, in 1955. Ford spent 
$250,000 on the flashy, space- 
age vehicle, which was the 
darling of car shows in the mid- 
’50s and found its way into the 
1959 Debbie Reynolds movie It 
Started with a Kiss. 

By the early ’60s, Barris was 
gaining a reputation as a hot 
rodder and car stylist and auto 
manufacturers like Ford and 
Chrysler were selling him older 
cars at $1 just to see what he 
would do with them. 

The producers of Batman 
gave him three weeks to come 
up with a Batmobile for the 
mid-season replacement series. 
Barris had the Futura pulled 
into his shop, changed it from 
white to glossy black, gave the 
rear fins a bat wing flair and 
added decals and chrome rock¬ 
et launchers. He modified the 
grill and gave the car more of a 
bat face, the Canadian press

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Portrait of a city at sunset 


Low Winter Sun. AMC’s 
new drama is a dark, 
powerful portrayal of the 
city of Detroit's demise 
and a cop in its grip 


You don’t need a TV drama to 
tell you these are dark days for 
Detroit. 

But a once-great city’s 
status facing bankruptcy 
serves as poignant timing 
for the debut of Low Winter 
Sun, a gritty cop show whose 
Motor City setting gives this 
unforgiving saga even greater 
urgency. 

Low Winter Sun premieres 
on AMC Sunday at 10 p.m. 
EDT right after the mid-season 
premiere of Breaking Bad, add¬ 
ing up to quite a drama-series 
twofer. Low Winter Sun is not 
a series for the faint of heart. 

Detroit at this moment 
proves an all-too-apt backdrop, 
an even more accommodat¬ 
ing setting than the show’s 
creative team might have 
planned. 

For starters, the police and 
all they survey in their bleak 
precinct are in desperate

• Of course, piling on 
Detroit is not the point 
of the series, nor is this 
locale even essential to 
its story. The series is 
adapted from a British 
miniseries that was set 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. 


straits, even down to the paint 
flecking off the station house’s 
walls. 

And then, the show’s pre¬ 
sumed hero, homicide Det. 
Frank Agnew, participates in 
a terrible act — he executes a 
fellow cop — that promises to 
keep him in a desperate state 
for the season to come. 

On some level, it’s a justifi¬ 
able act. 

Det. Brendan McCann is 
corrupt, depraved and a men¬ 
ace to his fellow officers and 
the citizens alike. 

So McCann’s fed-up part¬ 
ner, Joe Geddes, conspires 
with Agnew (who nurses a 
particularly personal urge for 
payback) to drown him in a 
kitchen sink, then fake his 
suicide at the wheel of his car 


plunged into the Detroit River. 

Despite their best efforts, 
this won’t be the perfect crime 
they meant to engineer. 

Suspicions of foul play are 
immediately raised. An inves¬ 
tigation is launched. 

Haunted by his deed and 
his possible exposure, Agnew 
is powerfully played by Mark 
Strong, the British actor who 
originated this role for the 
British series and whose cred¬ 
its also include such films as 
Body of Lies, Syriana, Sherlock 
Holmes and Green Lantern. 

Bald, wiiy and taciturn, 
he is first glimpsed with tears 
rolling down his cheeks. 

“I’m not a bad person,” he 
tells Geddes as the moment 
nears for them to carry out 
their plan. 

“No,” says Geddes, “but 
(McCann) is. The man’s a dis¬ 
ease.” 

There seems little doubt 
of that. But Geddes — played 
by Lennie James, whose TV 
credits include The Walking 
Dead, Hung and Jericho — 
just may be as compromised 
as the cop he helps kill, and 
may have set up Agnew as 
his partner in crime.

Interview. Bryan 
Cranston on Walter 
White's future in 
Breaking Bad’s final 
season and the nature 
of his character

If you’re not caught up on 
Breaking Bad, you might 
want to stop reading here. 
But if you are caught up, you 
know that last season’s cliff¬ 
hanging finale ended with 
DEA agent Hank Schrader 
picking up some very special 
reading material while on the 
toilet — evidence to incrimin¬ 
ate his brother-in-law, Walter 
White, for orchestrating the 
drug ring Schrader has had 
his eyes on since the first sea¬ 
son. 

While you might have 
been waiting with baited 
breath to find out what hap¬ 


pens when Hank comes out 
of that bathroom, Biyan Cran¬ 
ston tells Metro he wasn’t. 

“I didn’t ask for the whole 
year,” says Cranston, who has 
played the series’ lead Walter 
White since 2008. 

He says he only got the 
script about two weeks be¬ 


fore the episode began shoot¬ 
ing. “I don’t need to have a lot 
of information in my head.” 

Fans won’t have to wait 
much longer to discover what 
happens next, as the ser¬ 
ies returns for its final eight 
episodes beginning Sunday. 
Cranston himself was mum 


about the series finale when 
we spoke to him last month. 
But he did share plenty of 
insight into a series he calls 
a “cautionary tale,” about a 
man whose hunger for power 


just couldn’t be satiated. 

How many people know the 
ending right now? 

Maybe about 20. It’s gonna 
go up to about 200. ... There 


are several things that hap¬ 
pen, as you might guess, in 
the last eight — many twists 
and turns that you will gasp 
at. 

Why do you think people 
from all walks of life really 
connect to this show? 

Well, I think because it’s 
honest. We’re exploring 
sociopolitical relationships. 
Some people were gleaning 
that, “Oh, this is a condem¬ 
nation of the medical care 
system in the United States, 
because here’s a man who 
is a teacher, and a well edu¬ 
cated man, and he cannot 
provide for his family.” ... We 
are telling this story in that 
manner that is resonating 
with people because it’s not 
about drug manufacturing 
or drug usage; this story is 
about decisions that people 
make and the slippery slope 
that (can) happen. 

Are you happy with Walt’s 
ending? 

I’m very pleased. 
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A drug dealer with a conscience is still a drug dealer

Aaron Paul has won two Em- 
mys for his acting chops, so 
it’s no surprise he was able 
to fool us into believing that 
the cast of Breaking Bad had 
filmed 12 different endings 
for the critically acclaimed 
series and that he was unsure 
which would make it to air. 

But jokes aside, Paul says 
he does know how his char¬ 
acter, the drug-dealer-with- 
a-conscience Jesse Pinkman, 
ends his run in these final 
eight episodes, and that he’s 
happy with the trajectory. 

“As a whole I’m very 


pleased,” he tells Metro, say¬ 
ing that it’s hard to discuss 
his character’s final moments 
without giving anything 
away. 

Also a challenge for the ac¬ 
tor: Admitting that the series 
has come to an end. 

“I think (I’ve) lcinda moved 
past the mourning, or maybe 
not — maybe I’m just in de¬ 
nial,” he says with a laugh. 

“But this final round of 
cuts is just another remind¬ 
er of how lucky we all are. 
Everyone’s just so excited 
about the show coming out. 


I’m really excited for people 
to see what the writers have 
come up with. You’re gonna 
be stoked.” 

While he won’t reveal too 
much about the show’s final 
season, he does tell fans to 
expect the same level — if 
not more — of darkness 
they’ve come to expect from 
the show’s previous episodes. 
And now, with the end ap¬ 
proaching, everything’s at a 
heightened pace. 

“I think the very first 
episode of the final eight, 
that’s a violent punch to the 


throat,” Paul says. “And it 
just never slows down. We all 
know how the season ended 
last year, so it pretty much 
starts right where it left off, 
and it’s a constant, brutal 
sprint to the finish line. 

“You would like to think 
that he is the moral com¬ 
pass,” Paul says of his char¬ 
acter. “But if you really 
think about it, he was a drug 
dealer and he’s a murderer. 
... You hope that Jesse lcinda 
comes out of this, but you 
know, who knows?”

Breaking up with Breaking Bad is hard to do 


Vince Gilligan, the Breaking 
Bad creator, is having trouble 
remembering to talk about 
things in the past tense. 

“I say this in present tense 
but it’s all past tense now, 
which makes me sad anew,” 
he says with a laugh while 
talking about crafting the 
finale to his groundbreak¬ 
ing, award-winning series, 


Breaking Bad. 

As Gilligan is adjusting to 
a life not spent chronicling 
the transformation of Wal¬ 
ter White (Bryan Cranston) 
from a mild-mannered, 
cancer-ridden high school 
chemistry teacher to a ruth¬ 
less meth kingpin, here’s a 
glimpse of what’s been on 
his mind. 


He knew when to say when: 

I had some very, very polite 
discussions. I never had any 
arguments, but I had Biyan 
Cranston say, “Are you sure 
you want to end it?” I had 
Sony and AMC say, “Are you 
sure you want to end it?” And 
it all came from a place of en¬ 
thusiasm for the show and a 
desire for it to continue, and 


I have those same feelings 
of enthusiasm and desire. I 
wanted the show to go on for¬ 
ever for reasons of creative 
satisfaction and personal 
satisfaction. But it wasn’t that 
hard of a decision to end it. 
I wanted it to end on a high 
note. 

He doesn’t know what 


you’re saying about him: 

I have this phobia about Goo¬ 
gling myself. I’ve never done 
it, and I don’t intend to start. 
I think my fear is I’m too 
interested, and if I started 
to look up fan reactions on 
the Internet, it would be 
a sort of rabbit hole that I 
would disappear down.

On the complexities of the King's marriage 
to Elizabeth Woodville 

drama premiering Saturday 
at 8 p.m. EDT on Starz (with a 
preview airing on Friday at 10 
p.m. EDT). Adapted from the 
historical novel The Cousins’ 
War and its sequels, this series 
is more than a moony romance. 
Beginning in 1464, it finds Ed¬ 
ward leading the House of York 
in a battle with his own family’s 
House of Lancaster. Nothing 
less than the throne is at stake. 

This imbroglio is further ag¬ 
gravated by Edward’s impetu¬ 
ous marriage. Not only is Eliza¬ 
beth a commoner with two 
young sons, but also the widow 
of a Lancastrian who died in the 


struggle against Edward. 

Can Edward prevail in this 
War of the Roses? Will his love 
of Elizabeth survive all the ob¬ 
stacles?

A flurry of sweet treats 


Ice cream. Need a 
fresh way to chill out 
this summer? How 
about DIY flurries? 


A fluny is simple — and it isn’t 
something you can only get at 
the ice cream shop. You start 
off with ice cream, usually a 
basic flavour, then you stir or 
mix or blend all kinds of things 
into it. It’s not a float; no liquid 
is added. It’s like an ice cream 
sundae, but with the toppings 
blended instead of piled on top. 

Start with a pint of ice 
cream. Remove the lid and 
microwave it for about 10 
seconds. Test it with a spoon. 
The ice cream should still be 
frozen, but should give when 
pressed with the back of the 
spoon. If it’s not ready, con¬ 
tinue microwaving in 5-second 


bursts, testing in between. 

Now you’re ready to mix. 
You can keep it simple and 
just use a spoon to mix the ice 
cream and toppings in a bowl, 
but where’s the fun in that?

Hockey fans of a certain age 
tend to remember where 
they were on Aug. 9, 1988, 
when the Edmonton Oilers 
traded Wayne Gretzky to the 
Los Angeles Kings. 

NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman was working for the 
NBA 25 years ago and doesn’t 
recall exactly where he was. 
His most vivid memoiy came 
a couple of weeks later when 
he saw the Aug. 22 Sports 
Illustrated cover that featured 
Gretzky and Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers star Magic Johnson. 

“Remember thinking at 
the time that that demon¬ 
strated a huge step forward 
for hockey and its credibility,” 
Bettman told The Canadian 
Press on Thursday. “It was 
obviously something that, in 
the annals of sports, was one 
of those seminal events that 
gets a tremendous amount of 
attention because of its im¬ 
port and impact.” 

Sports Illustrated’s cover 
read, “Great move, Gretzky.” 
At the expense of the Oilers 
and their fans, it also turned 


Gretzky's impact 


out to be a great move for 
hockey in the United States, 
which benefited from expan¬ 
sion and an infusion of play¬ 
ers at the youth level. 

“People paid attention to 
hockey in places where they 
might not have focused on 
it as much, and it was clear 
there was a great deal of in¬ 


terest in the game,” Bettman 
said. “Wayne’s presence in 
L.A. was the catalyst for that.” 

When Gretzky arrived in 
Los Angeles, The Forum wasn’t 
a loud or intimidating place to 
play. Sellouts and celebrity ap¬ 
pearances became the norm, 
thanks to the NHL’s biggest star. 

Not long after, Gretzky’s 
impact was felt beyond Los 
Angeles. The league added 
a second California team 
in 1991 with the expansion 
San Jose Sharks and a third 
in 1993 with the Anaheim 
Mighty Ducks. 

Bettman became commis¬ 
sioner several months before 


the Mighty Ducks and Florida 
Panthers debuted and the 
Minnesota North Stars moved 
to Dallas and in the midst of 
the Tampa Bay Lightning’s 
first season. The league’s ex¬ 
pansion across the Sunbelt 
continued under Bettman’s 
watch, due in no small part 
to the Gretzky trade. 

“It was the reaction of 
people to the game,” Bettman 
said of the cause and effect. 
“Wayne’s presence in L.A. 
and the success the Kings 
had demonstrated that hock¬ 
ey had credibility in so-called 
newer or non-traditional 
markets.” the Canadian press

1 . Traded again 

In a deal that generated 
much less fanfare, Gretzky 
went to St. Louis on Feb. 
27, 1996, for Craig Johnson, 
Patrice Tardif, Roman Vol- 
pat, the Blues’ fifth-round 
choice, Peter Hogarth, in 
1996, and their first-round 
pick, Matt Zultelc, in 1997. 


2 . Played in the Stanley Cup final 

Gretzky led the Kings to 
their first-ever Stanley Cup 
final berth in 1993 when they 
lost to the Montreal Cana- 
diens. He holds the distinction 
of playing in a championship 
series against the last Can¬ 
adian team to win the cup. 

3 . Played in the Olympics 

In 1998, Gretzky played 
for the first Canadian team 
that included NHLers. Can¬ 
ada ended up losing to the 
Czechs, then fell to Finland 
in the bronze-medal game in 


Gretzky’s last international 
tournament. 

4 . Built an Olympic team 

As executive director 
for Canada’s 2002 Olympic 
team, Gretzky built a roster 
that would go on to capture 
Canada’s first gold medal in 
50 years. 

5 . Won a Grey Cup 

Gretzky owned the Toron¬ 
to Argonauts from 1991 until 
the beginning of the 1994 
season with former Kings 
owner Bruce McNall and late 


Canadian comedian John 
Candy. The Argos won the 
Grey Cup in their first season 
with Gretzky and his buddies 
at the helm. 

6. Owned and managed an 
NHL team 

Gretzky was a member of 
the Phoenix Coyotes owner¬ 
ship group from 2001 to 
2005, when the team was pur¬ 
chased by trucking magnate 
Jerry Moyes, who attempted 
to take the club into bank¬ 
ruptcy in May 2009.
